Boston, Mass., Nov. 7.—[Special.]—As bit- 
ter a campaign as Massachusetts has seen 
in a decade closed tonight with the re@lection 
of Gov. Eugene N. Foss, the Democratic can- 
cidate. Foss was returned by a greatly re- 
duced plurality.

The makeup of the remainder of the state 
ticket is still in doubt, although both 
branches of the legislature are apparently 
Republican. Legislative returns tabulated up 
to midnight indicated that the Republicans 
had lost one seat in the state senate, but 
nad gained ten places in the house. 


Blow to Taft Tariff Policy. 

From a national point of view the result 
may not unfairly be taken to mean that a 
majority of the Massachusetts voters are 
not content to wait with President Taft for 
the report of the tariff board on the textile 
schedules. The campaign has been largely 
fought on this issue, although local topics 
have been discussed throughout on both 


sides. 
Gov. Foss late tonight issued the following 


statement: 

„The people have won their second great 
victory over machine rule in spite or the most 
scandalous boodle campaign ever waged in 
this state. 

„Massachusetts has spoken unmistakably 
for an honest revision of the tariff and for a 
business administration of the common- 
wealth. 

„The national significance of this election 
| is inestimable; the rest of the country will 
follow the lead of Massachusetts. 


Margin Narrowest in Years. 

The margin of victory today was the nar- 
rowest in years, and for hours after the close 
of the polls the result hung in the balance. 
Republicans refused to concede the defeat of 
Lieut. Gov. Louis A. Frothingham as late as 
midnight and at that time it was intimated 
that a state-wide recount might be neces- 
sary. 

In the campaign speeches Republican ora- 
tors urged Frothingham's election on the 
ground that the national administration 
should be supported in its tariff palicy and 
that a Democratic victory would mean a blow 
to the textile industries of the state. Gov. 
Foss placed his record before the people and 
asked for support. 

It was expected because of an off year the 
total vote would fall off considerably. but the 
average was well maintained. 

Foss Makes Late Charges. 

In the closing hours of the campaign 
Gov. Foss asked the Suffolk county dis- 
trict attorney to take action against Re- 
publican leaders both in and out of tue state, 
including former President Roosevelt, the

| committeemen and prominent corporations 
on the ground that the laws of the state pro- 
hibiting the attacking of candidates by means 
of unsigned articles had been violated. 

He declared that the Republicans had 
been asking political contributions from 
corporations and insurance companies, 
which is against the law.

TURN DOWN “SALARY GRAB.” 


Refuse to Boost Salaries of Municipal 
Judges; to Extend Merit Rule, 


Municipal court judges and employés will 
not get increases in salaries. Neither will 
employés of the court be placed under civil 
service. The proposed plan to raise the 
pay of the judges and attachés of the court is 
held responsible for the defeat of the two 
amendments to the Municipal court act by the 
voters yesterday. 

On the other hand, the bond isspes carried 
easily. The Chicago bond issue of $4,655,000 
for new bridges was approved by a vote of 
3 to 1. The issue of $750,000 in judgment 
funding bonds was also ratified by a similar 
vote. 

The $1,000,000 bond issue for new west side 
parks was approved by the voters in that sec- 
tion of the city. 


Salary Increases Turned Down. 

The voters turned down both amendments 
to the Municipal court act by a vote of two 
to one. The first proposition provided for 
the establishment of civil service in the 
court and an increase in the salaries of the 
judges. The second provided for changes 
in the methods of court procedure, but hidden 
in the amendment was an increase in the 
salaries of the chief bailiff and the chief 


clerk. 

In order to adopt either proposition it 
would have been necessary to authorize sal- 
ary increases. A fight on both measures 
was made because of the scheme to raise the 
salaries. Defeat of both measures resulted. 

Municipal Judge William N. Gemmill, wno 
several days ago advocated the defeat of the 
two amendments, said last night he was 
pleased with the action of the voters. 

Chief Justice Harry Olson of the Municipal 
court declared thet it was only a question of 
time before the judges would get large! 


salaries. 


Voters Turn Down Hunter. 

The voters handed the proposed salary in- 
crease of Tom Hunter, chief bailiff of the Mu- 
nicipal court, a harder blow than they did 
the judges’ pay boost. The amendment 
which would have raised the pay of the judges 
was defeated by a majority of 35,339. The 
amendment containing the clause which 
meant over $8,000 a year more to Hunter was 
beaten by a majority of 43,150. 

The city’s bridges and judgment funding 
bond issues carried in every ward. The vote 
on the bridge bond issue was a little over 
4,000 more than on the judgment funding 
bond issue. The majority in favor of the 
bridge bond issue was over 20,000, more than 
the judgment bond issue, due, it is thought, 
to a better understanding of the need for 
new bridges. The majority favoring the 
bond issue for new bridges was 78.284, while 
the judgment bond issue carried by a major- 
ity of 52,417. 

Twenty-six new. bridges will be built as a 
result — the approval of the — bond 
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the first constructed. Work had already 
been started because the city council, antici- 
pating the approval of the bond issue, appro- 
priated $360,000. recently, that amount to be 
reimbursed later from the bond issue. 

A bond issue for bridges was approved by 
the voters at the city election last spring, 
but after the bonds had been sold the entire 
issue was declared invalid. An error in the 


notice calling the election invalidated the 


issue and made it necessary to vote on the 
proposition again. An issue of $900,000 for 
funding judgments against the city, ap- 
proved at the spring election, also was de- 
clared invalid. 


Assures West Side Park. 

The west side park issue carried in every 
ward on the west side, the only section of the 
city where it was voted on. The new park 
was assured by a vote of 13,592. 

A new park of 154 acres will be opened 
on the west side as a result of the approval 
of the west park commissioners’ bond issue. 
The proposed site is bounded by Central 
avenue on the east, Austin avenue on the 
west. Adams street on the north, and the 
Metropolitan elevated tracks on the south. 
The land originally was bought by the Catho- 
lic bishop of Chicago as a site for a Catho- 
lic university. Later the university was es- 
tablished outside of Chicago and the land 
has remained unused. 


Lays Plans for Park. 

Plans for the establishment of the new park 
will begin immediately, according to William 
Kolacek, president of the west park board 

The proposed site is the logical place for 
a new park of that size, said Mr. Kolacek. 
The board plans to purchase the site as 
soon as possible and to start transforming it 
into a park. The territory surrounding the 
site is rapidly becoming the best residence 
section of the west side. 

The commissioners plan to extend a We 
vard west in what is now Jackson street to 
the park and then connect the boulevard sys- 
tem by improving Ogden avenue between 
Jackson street and Washington boulevard. 
This will make a beautiful drive to the west- 
ern city limits. The site of the new park is 
well wooded with many beautiful trees.“

The Yarbrough brothers, Sidney and Otis, 
gave evidence yesterday before the senate 
Lorimer investigating committee corrobora- 

tive of the confession of Charles A. White. 
The direct examination of Otis, conducted 
by Attorney Healy, brought forth additional 


Janitor at the state capitol, receiving com- 
pensation amounting to 500 a month. 
Did you do any work?” asked Mr. Healy. 
None whatever,” replied the witness. 
Otis testified he was in Springfield three 
days each week during the session and that 
did clerical work for White, for which 
received some money. He was in Spring- 
field on the night of May 24, 1908, and his 


brother arrived about 10 o’clock that even- 


ing. The Yarbroughs and White want to 
the latter's room between 10 and 11 o'clock. 
Browne came to the room “around 12 
@’clock:” 


Tells of $8,000 Vote Offer. 

“What did Browne say?’ Mr Healy 
asked. 

“ Browne made some jocular remark about 
three of us being in one room and asked White 
to go to his room. White was gone twenty 
or thirty minutes, replied Otis. When he 
came back he said there was going to be an 
election of a United States senator the next 


day. and Mr. Lorimer was going to be eleot- 


ed. He asked the two of us if we would vote 
for a Republican for $2,000 

“I remember I told him I would not do it. 
Anyway, he gave us to understand he would 
do s0. He said Mr. was the one who 
had told him. Browne said he could get 
$2,000 if he wanted to vote that way.” 

The witness subsequently said White asked 
him and bis brother K they would vote for 
“Lorimer for $2,000. 

Before breakfast on the morning of May 
B. 1008, the Yarbrough boys arranged with 
White to secure seats in the baloony of the 
house chamber in order to witness the elec- 
tion. The election did not take place that 
day, and White explained the reason was 
“ because they did not have votes enough.“ 
The next day Lorimer was put over.” 


‘Returns from Browne with Money. 

About the middle of June, 1908, White told 
the witness he was going to Chicago to see 
Browne, “ expecting to get some money from 
him.” When White returned he displayed be- 
tween 800 and $900 in §50 billa which, he 


gaid, he had gotten from Browne at the Briggs 
house. 


‘White further told the witness Browne bad 
paid him from a money belt which he ware 


bound his waist. This money, Yarbrough 


one understood White to say, was for his 
te for Lorimer. In July, 1000, White showed 


Yarbrough said he talked with White sey- 
oral times about corruption in the legislature, 
but the firat he ever knew of any intention on 
the part of White to make the exposure was 
in August, 1900, when he saw the manu- 
script written by his friend. White, it will 
be recalled, contended his sole purpose in go- 
ing to the legislature and in accepting bribes 


Was to make the exposure. Senator Fletcher 


brought out that White was disappointed in 
the amount of: money e received and so ex- 
pressed himself to the witness. 


Did No Work as “Janitor.” 

Senator Kenyon asked Yarbrough a num- 
ber of questions about his service as jan- 
itor. The witness said there were about 
150 janitors employed, but he never saw 
them doing any work,

President Urges That Con- 


gress Ratify British and 
French Treaties. _ 


NAVAL RACE HELD ERROR. 


Hammond Says Nations’ Effort to 
Lead in Warship Strength 
Is Useless. 


Cincinnati, O., Nov. -—Relterating his 
often quoted theory of peace but advocating 
the fortification of the Panama canal, Presi- 
dent Taft delivered the principal address be- 
fore the opening session of the national con- 
ference of the American Society for Judicial 
Settlement of International Disputes today. 

He also spoke on the question of the treaties 
between the United States and Engiand and 
France and urged their ratification. 

The conference opened with an address by 
John Hays Hammond on practically the same 
subject touched upon by the president. In 
time of peace prepare for war was the open- 
ing clause of Mr. Hammond. 


HZrror in Naval Race. 

“The great Christian nations of the world 
are today spending for armed peace up- 
wards of one and a half billion dollars an- 
nually,” seid Mr. Hammond. “ It is a futile 
expenditure, in that it serves no useful pur- 
pose. It is, indeed, a foolish expenditure, m 
that the object for which it is designed—nava!l 
supremacy—is not attained, since no radical 
changes are permanently effected in the rela- 
tive strength of the armaments of the com- 
peting powers. 

“The present conditions, however, pre- 
clude the possibility of international dis- 
armament and, indeed, render extremely im- 
probable even the limitation of armaments. 

“ The ultimate solution of this great prob- 
lem ts unquestionably the establishment of 
a permanent international court of arbitral 
justice; but this cannot be done except as we

Forward Step of Century. 

Dr. 8. C. Mitchell, president of the Uni- 
versity of South Carolina, addressed the con- 
ference on the peace treaties and signalized 
them as “ one of the forward steps in civill-

“They are the crown of President Taft's 
achievements and they are destined, if rati- 
fied, to become the glory of our common 
country,” he said. 

Jacob Gould Schurman, president of Cor-

ANTI-MORMON SILVER TRAY 
GIVEN TO BATTLESHIP UTAH. 


Hope Expressed That It Will Be Used 
Instead of One Bearing Brigham 
Young’s Picture. 


New York, Nov. 1.—There was another 
presentation ceremony this afternoon aboard 
the new battleship Utah when the National 
Anti-Mormon committee gave the ship’s mess 
a silver tray, which they hoped would be 
used instead of one bearing a small picture 
of Brigham Young, former president of the 
Mormon church. 

In place of the pictures of Brigham Young 
and the Mormon temple which appear on 
the original tray the substitute bears the 
symbollic figure of a young girl, represent- 
ing Utah. The tray bears the ‘following in- 
scription: 

“ Presented to the United States datt 
ship Utah by members of the American party 
in the state of Utah as an expression of their 
loyalty to that state and to the constitution 
and domestic customs of the United States 
of America.” 

Mrs. Erne Von R. Owen, chairman of the 
committee, made the presentation. Speeches 
were made also by Dr. Waker Laidlaw of 
New York, Josiah Strong, president of the 
Society for Social Service, and Mrs. Donald 
McLean, presidént of the Daughters of the 
Revolution.

FORGERS REAP BIG HARVEST. 


Ringleaders of Gang Arrested by New 
York City Detectives. 


New York, Nov. 7.—[Specia).}—Ctity detect- 
tves, assisted by Pinkerton men, rounded up 
tonight three men who Deputy Commiseioner 
Daugherty says are the brains of a gang of 
forgers. that has been operating since 1905 
and whose profits, taken from all of the larger 
Cities of the United States, aggregate be- 
tween $500,000 and $600,000. 

A „ fact is that they actually 

pairged pictures of checks, done 
ae a camel s hair brush, from lettering to 
figures—the whole check created on white 
paper by an artist. None of the checks was 
lithographed; all were done by hand, and all 
Gefied detection. The detectives say that 
banks in Pitteburg, Philadelphia, Detroit, 
Chicago, end Cincinnati have lost more than 
$300,000 to the forger®’ purses. 


PROBATION ACT MOST EVIL 
OF STATUTES, SAYS WAYMAN. 


State’s Attorney Also Declares Jurors 
Are Taken from Dives and Are With- 


out Responsibility. 


The INinois probation act last night was 
declared to be the most vicious on the statute 
books by State’s Attorney John B. W. Way- 
man, who declared that it was disastrous to 
the oriminals and the public. He spoke be- 
fore the River Forest Woman's club in the 
First Presbyterian church of River Forest. 

„The most degraded system in Illinois is 
the parole system, he asserted. “ The parole 
board hears no evidence, but turns a crim- 
mal back upon the public. The parole law 
has decreased respect for the court more 
than any other law. We should restore to 
the jury the power to say what imprison- 
ment a criminal shall undergo. Let's get 
away from the philanthropic side and get at 
the practical side. 2 

As to the jury system, he said: “ Our crim- 
inal juries are recruited from dives. Yet 
the juror is more powerful than the judge. 
He does not take an oath of office and is 
responsible to no one. The decision of eight 
men in a jury ought to decide a case.” 


STOP INDECENT POST CARDS. 


Five Hundred a Day Checked in Transit 
as Result of Postmaster 
Campbell’s Order. 


The remedy applied by Postmaster Camp- 
bell for stopping the circulation of indecent 
postal cards is taking effect. In the first three 
days following the issuance of his order ques- 
tlonable cards to the number of 500 a day 
were stopped in transit. Since then the aver- 
age has shrunk to about half that number. 

Postal authorities think this indicates the 
public is beginning to feel the effect of the 
medicine. It was calculated to take effect 
first on the substation superintendents, who 
are to suffer demerits for every card passing 
through their substations. 

With transit refused it is believed the pub- 
lic will cease to mail the cards. 


CASTS BALLOT AND DROPS DEAD 


Thomas Shea Succumbs to Heart Dis- 
ease in Polling Place—Judges 
Seek Aid in Vain. 


Thomas Shea, 1500 Clybourn avenue, 
dropped dead yesterday. morning 4 few mo- 
ments after he had cast his vote in a polling 
place in the quarters of engine company 4at 
North Halsted and Vedder streets.

who wes the first governor to come over 
to the reformers, had been elected governor 
of the entire province of Kiang-Su. 

Cheng Te-Chuan, he said, was a strong 
man and would be able to control the rev- 
olutionists and guarantee order and the 
safety of foreigners. Ninety per cent of 
the population, he said, was supporting the 
present status. 

Personal, I favored a limited monarchy, 
retaining the emperor as a figurehead, with 
a strong Chinese cabinet and constitution, 
but the prevailing sentiment appears to 
favor a repudlic,“ Dr. Wu's statement said. 

“In each province a governor will be se- 
lected, each city and town giving its 
allegiance to the new government. The 
whole people of China, north and south, 
are united against Manchu supremacy and 
the government at Peking, which is corrupt 
and prone to be oppressive. 

“I admit that there are 3 dim - 
culties before us, but we must win. We 
guarantee an adherence to foreign treaties, 
whether they were made unfairly or fairly. 
We will pay our obligations to foreign na- 
tions, and open up all the ports of China to 
foreign trade. Thus will be guaranteed an 
enormous advantage to all foreigners as well 
as to China.” 


LONDON’S YELLOW JOURNALS 
CALLED DOWN BY OFFICIAL. 


Secretary of Foreign Affairs Says 
Danger Lies in Spreading False 
News—May Offend Other Nations. 


LONDON, Nov. 7.—The secretary of for- 
eign affairs, Sir Edward Grey, in the house 
of commons today read the so-called sensa- 
tional press a homily on the danger in spread- 
ing false news that was offensive to other 
nations. 

“ Some of these days,” he remarked, “ if 
false news continues to be reported, public 
sentinient and excitement will get beyond the 
control of the government concerned.” 

The incidents which called forth Sir Ed- 
ward's remarks were an alleged interview 
with the British ambassador at Vienna and 
an alleged passace in the speech of Home Sec- 
retary McKenna, both strongly critising Ger- 
many. 

The foreign minister explained that neither 
the ambassador nor Mr. McKenna had been 
guilty of the alleged indiscretions, but be- 
fore this was known in Germany the inci- 
dents had been construed as a direct public 
international affront.

PARIS, Nov. 7.—Charles Le Bargy of the 
Comédie Francaise, former husband of Mme. 
Simone, who is now playing in the United 
States, and M. Malherbe, a journalist, fought 
a duel this morning. Both men were 
wounded. 

Some time ago M. Le Bargy and M. Alex- 
andre, both of the Comédie Francaise, were 
on the point of fighting a duel over statements 
attributed to them by interviewers. A week 
ago a court of honor decided that a duel was 
unnecessary, on the ground that the reporters 
had misrepresented the statements made by 
the actors. 

The sequel occurred this morning when M. 
Malherbe, one of the journalists, fought five 
bouts with rapiers with M. Le Bargy.

PEKING, Chihli province, China, Sept. 13.— 


Travelers entering China from the west are 


likely to be impressed by the absence of tall 
buildings. If they travel much through China 
after having visited different parts of India 
they will be impressed by a sameness, even 
a certain monotony, in Chinese architecture. 

There are as many styles of architecture in 
India as there are cultures and religions; in 
all Europe one does not find such dfersity. 
It is easy to name a dozen Indian buildings 
of superlative merit, yet no two of them in 
the same style. 

Quite the contrary is true in China. Ihave 
seen not all but certainly the majority of the 
buildings in China which are termed great. 
But no one stands out distinct in my mind as 
do scores of buildings in India. There is less 
diversity in China than in Italy. less diversity 
in Chinese temples than in the Italian cathe- 
drals of any given century. Bushell goes so 
far as to say that in every epoch of her his- 
tory in all edifices, whether civil, religious, 
public or private, China has kep* to a single 
architectural model. 

Yet it is possible to see the evolution of 
architecture in China from caves and cliff 
dwellings to huts, palaces, and temples. 

Brick faeed caves were the forerunners of 
brick houses. But both still exist, often side 
by side. 


China Deficient in Ruins. 

China is peculiarly deficient in ruins. This 
is partly due to the temporary nature of her 
building material—for they have been wise 
enough to recognize that wood is.the most 
tractable ma terial foy architectural purposes 
—and to the ravages of time and enemies. 
Really ancient buildings are less common 


than in Italy. None go back so far as the 


Roman days. 
Literature and representations on pottery, 


however, help to fill in and extend our knowl- 
edge of ancient structures. Stone was never 
much used. China's great wall, one of the 
most stupendous architectural monuments 
of the world, 1s of brick. In general, ſt may 
be sald that Chinese dwellings are of brick, 
their temples of wood. 

In ancient times it seems the palace was the 
temple. Temples proper were not erected 
until Buddhism was imported from India. 
But the Buddhist temple of China is essen- 
tially Chinese. Only the expert may distin- 
guish it by the character of its decoration 
and its fittings from a Taoist or a Confucian 
temple, er from a hall for ancestral tablets. 

Mehammedan mosques are not to be distin- 
guished externally from other Chinese build- 
ings. A mosque in Canton, said_to be the 
oldest in China, is not a mosque, as Mosques 
go. In South China floors are of wood; in the 
north of earth or tile. All important build- 
ings in China, to comply with their rules of 
geomancy, face the south. 

This uniformity of architecture would be-

Alien Ideas Absorbed reer Molded. 

It is significant. Whether or not it makes 
for interest, whether or not it has been or 
bad for the development of Chinese archi- 
tecture, it is another proof, if one were needed 
that Chinese absorb alien ideas and mold 
them to their own standards. 4 Buddhist 
temple in China no more reproduces the 
Indian Byddhistic temple than does Chinese 
Buddhism follow the precepts of Gautama 
Buddha, 

No one who has seen the Temple of Heaven 
in Peking or the tomb of Yung Lo, in the 
Valley of the Tombs of the Kings, can forget 
certain general impressions. First of these is 
the massive roof, striking in color, majestic 
and stately in the sweep of its curves. Next 
is the idea conveyed by the columns which 
support this wonderful roof. Third, the im- 
pression of color on the ceiling and the col- 
umns as seen from within. 

After miles and miles of jolting over im- 
possible streets to visit a dozen or more of 
the important temples of Peking, each a 
congeries of halls, one gets an idea that the

merely to s..0ow what they can do in the way 
of a roof. For. after all, this is the first and 
last Impression one carrtes away from each 
temple. The west builds roofs to keep out the 
rain, or a place to dry clothes. Our roofs 
can't be seen and no one negrets it. 

The Chinese roof can be seen, every inch 
of it. And there is little in China more 
worth looking at. This is certain—the Chi- 
nese architect considers the roof of his build- 
ing at least half the battle; the artist con- 
siders it worthy of the best color his science 
affords. oo 
Roofs of Colored Tiles. 

For this roof, you understand, is always of 
tile; in all imperial buildings, of colored tile. 
It may be & solid flame of yellow, it may be 
the purest cobalt blue, or green, a green 
which only Chinese tilemakers can secure. 
Or the body of the roof of blue may be in- 
closed within a broad border of yellow or 
green. I realize that these colors, especially 
yellow and green, don’t suggest much to you, 
or at best a clash, something of the vulgar. 
We almost consider color immodest. But 
nothing could be farther from vulgarity or 
cheapness than the colprings of these roofs. 

The curvilinear titing of the corners of the 
roof may be a relic of the days when the 
Chinese dwelt in tents and hung the angles 
of the canvas on spears. But there is no 
proof of this and no knowledge of the Chi- 
nese other than asa seasile, agricultural peo- 
pie. Whatever its origin, it is difficuk to con- 
ceive of anything more graceful than these 
recurving edges and curvilinear and tilted 
corners. 

By tradition the architect must find outlet 
for most of his energy on the roof; therefore 
he is lavish in details which, while remain- 
ing fairly simple, serve to focus the eye. In 
the color of his tiles, in accordance with 
sumptuary avs, be expresses the rank of 


the owner or indicates that the edifice is an 
imperial foundation. The massive crest of | 
the roof begins and ends with heads of mon- 
sters; its entire expanse, which may rise 


three feet above the roof proper, bristles 
with dragons, phosnixes, and other fabulous 
beasts. Smaller animais in tile are mounted 
along the ridges near thecornera. To give 
variety the artist often doubles the roof, or 
even triples it, as in the circular temple 
within the Temple of Heaven inclosure. 

Lavishing his energy upon the roof, the 
architect finds that he has built a structure 
of enormous weight, which makes a multipli- 
cation of great columns necessary.

STOCKHOLM, Nov. 7.—The Nobel prize for 
chemistry has been awasded to Mme. Marie 
Sklodowska Curie of the University of Paris, 

Mme. Curie is the chief professor of sciences 
in the University of Paris. She was the co- 
discoverer with her husband, Prof. Pierre 
Curie, of radium, and in 1908 shared with 
him half of the Nobel prize for physics, the 
other half being awarded to Prof. Antoine 
Henri Becquerel. Each of the five Nobel 
prizes awarded annually amounts to $40,000. 

Recent announcement was made of the suc 
cess of Mme. Curie in producing polonium, 
„a new element possessing à radio-activity 
superior to radium. 


Denies Scandalous Stories,

Five Back from Panama Express 
Surprise at the Work Done, 


| WATERWAY TO OPEN IN 1913. 


Indications That Cut Will Be Com- 
pleted Within Estimated Cost. 


~ 


New York, Nov. 7 [Special. ]—Five of the 
Seven United States senators who went to 
the Isthmus of Panama last month to inspect 
the work of the army engineers in charge of 
the canal arrived here on the Panama liner 
Ancon from Colon today. They are Senator 
Brandegee of Connecticut, the chairman of 
the senate committee on interoceanic canals; 


Senator Bristow of Kansas, Senator Over- 


man of North Carolina. Senator Page of Ver- 
mont, and Senator Cummins of Iowa. 
Senator Thornton of Louisiana, one of the 


other two senators who went to the isthmus, 
returned on a steamer to New Orleans; Sen- 


ator Wetmore of Rhode Island is detained 
on the isthmus by illness. He is improving, 
and is expected home next week. Congress- 
man Higgins of Connecticut and Sergeant at 
Arms Ransdell of the senate were also on the 
Ancon. 


Rapid Progress on the Canal. 

“We left New York on Oct. 14 last and 
were on the isthmus ten days,“ said Senator 
Brandesee. We were received by Col. 
Goethals and other commissioners and de- 
voted several days to an inspection of the 
canal. The progress of the work since my 
last visit two years ago is remarkable. So 
far as it is possible to see into the future it 
looks as if the canal would be finished and 
opened for business in 1913. 

“It will be finished within the estimated 
cost of $375,000,000. As to the so-called slides 
of material into the prism. concerning which 
alarming reports are prinjed at intervals, I 
think little apprehension need be felt. 


Taking Care of the Slides. 

“As the excavation deepens, especially in 
the Culebra cut, other slides probably will 
occur. and this necessitates the excavation 
of the material which may move into the cuts. 
This is expected in the natural course of 
events, but the economies resulting from 
better organization, greater efficiency in 
operation, and better knowledge of methods 
of treating the slides have enabled the oper- 
ating force to excavate the material which 
had not originally been estimated for with- 
out increasing the estimated cost of the com- 
pleted canal.“ 3 


TALESMEN IN M’NAMARA CASE 
WEEDED OUT BY CHALLENGES: 


Only Five Men Left at Night Out of 
Full Panel Chosen Earlier in the 
Day. 


Los Angeles, Cal., Nov. 7.— The jury box 
in the McNamara murder trial was filled to- 
day with talesmen accepted as to cause, and 
peremptory challenges were exercised by 
both sides.

Dr. W. A. Evans Has New Scheme 
to Furnish Cars with Air. 


EXPLAINS DULL AUDIENCES. 


Says Lack of Pure Atmosphere Makes 
People Sleep at Meetings. 


Dr. W. A. Evans, former health commis- 
sioner of Chicago, yesterday overturned or- 
dinary theories of car ventilation. He reo- 
ommended that air passages be located in 
floor of railroad coaches and street cars, in- 
stead of in the roof, and that the air be 


{ WarmeGa before being passed along to the 
; Passengers. 


The former city health commissioner wag 
speaking at a convention of the Association 
of Railway Electrical Engineers at Hotel 
La Salle. 

There may be some question as to this be- 
ing the best plan of ventilating cars, said 
Dr. Evans, “ but using it in connection with 
& system of agitator fans assures the best 
compromise for an ideal system I know.of. 

Air should be taken out of the car at or 
near the ceiling. The temperature should 
be kept at or around 70.” 

Dr. Evans recommended that agitator fans 
be placed in hotel rooms used for meet- 
ing places. 

“ Oftentimes,” he said, lack of interest 
displayed by audiences and their tendency 
to sleepiness is not so much due to the dull- 
ness of the subject as the poor system of 
ventilation.” 


ARBITERS AVERT ANOTHER 
GARMENT WORKERS’ STRIKE. 


Suspension of Employes by Hart, 
Schaffner & Marx Explained as Due 
to Abandonment of Shop. 


A denial of the report of the lockout at the 
shops of Hart, Schaffner & Marx, involving 
500 garment workers, was made yesterday 
by the arbitration board and representatives 
of the clothing firm. It was claimed that the 
closing of three of the shops, whereby sev- 
eral hundred employés were thrown out of 
work, was merely part of an arrangement 
to transfer the workers to other shops. 

It was understood, however, at the gar- 
ment. workers’ union headquarters that 
strike had been threatened by the ousted 
workers, and was only averted by the argu- 
ments of the arbitration committee. 

“ Our reason for releasing the 500 garment 
workers employed in the building at West 
Van Buren and South Market streets was 
simply because we wished to give up the 
location and decided that this time was th- 
most convenient to make the change, said 

Joseph Schaffner, secretary of the firm. 

“Our foremen at the other shops have 
been instructed to employ the workers from 
the closed shop as rapidly as practicable.” 

Officials of the union were reticent con- 
cerning the situation, but said that a satis- 
factory agreement had been reached between 
the employers and the arbitration committee. 


KILLED BY ELEVATED TRAIN. 


A. F. Sauer Run Down on Oak Park 
Line at Park Avenue, in

Prof. Allan Hoben Calls Well 
Dressed Persons Menace 
to Morals. 


PLANS BIG CENSOR BOARD. 


Wants Commission Given Power 
Over All Amusements for 
Chicago Young People. 


„ * 


The conspicuously well dressed person on 
the streets man or woman, is a menace to 
society, according to Prof. Allan Hoben of 
the University of Chicago. He spoke yes- 
terday before the study class of the Chi- 
cago Woman's aid at Isaiah temple. 

“The well dressed person does not ap- 
preciate the harm. he is doing,” said Prot. 
Hoben. Dress on the street is a big prod- 
lem. To be conspicuously wel) dressed is 
to constitute yourself a menace. The at- 
tempt of the merchant to sell is a tempta- 
tion to steal. We are so adept at display- 
ing attractive and beautiful things that a 
child, brought up in the communal atmos- 
phere of the home, can hardly be expected 
to resist.“ 

Prof. Hoben sald the city was reversing 
values in cleaning and adorning its bouile- 
vards while streets that constitute “the 
parlor and the playground of the poor,“ go 
untouched. 


Would Adorn Halsted Street. 

“You would suppose the streets which 
most serve the people would have the most 
care.“ he said. ‘‘ But the eontrary is true. 
All adornment comes on the wide boulevards, 
Halsted street, instead of Michigan avenua, 
should blossom out with trees, plots of graze, 
electric lights, and clean pavement. The city 
street must be made more humane. There 
nan average of more than one violent death 
a day in the streets. 

Moving picture shows were declared much 
better than before the establishing of the 
censor bureau, as since that time 118 miles 
of objectionable films have been kept out 
of the shows. Much mischief is hatched 
in the 936 poolrooms in the city, he said. The 
dance halls were declared the worst source 
of danger ‘to the youth of Chicago. 


Urges Substitute for Dance Hall. 
There should be absolute divorce of the 
dance hall and the saloon,“ he said. ‘In 
American we go just as far as we possibly 
can, especially if there is an extra dime in it. 


The big problem is to get a good substitute for | 


the public dance hall.’’ 

Prof. Hoben outlined a plan for a public 
amusement commission, made up of promi- 
nent social workers of Chicago, to work 
“ without pay, but with power.“ The com- 
mission, if the plan is taken up by the author- 
ities, would act as a greater censor bureau, 
with authority over vaudeville shows, public 
parks, dance halls, and all amusements for 
young people.

Sanitary Inspector Ball Criticises 
Conditions in Chicago. 


CELLAR ROOMS INCREASE. 


Families Crowded in One Sleeping 
Apartment Are Common, He Asserts, 


“Chicago hae all insanitary housing con- 
ditions that exist anywhere in the world, 
and some are continually increasing," as- 
serted Chief Sanitary Inspector Charles B. 
Ball in an address yesterday before the 
Rogers Park Woman's club on How the 
Other Half Lives in Chicago.” 

“ Some living conditions I have found are 
almost unbelievable,’ said Mr. Ball. “In 
fact, many people refuse to believe them, 
and as a result refuse to admit Chicago's 
great need for more determined efforts to 
lessen the evil. 

“ Cellar living rooms are actually on the 
increase in Chicago, and families of five per- 
sons and more sharing a single sleeping 
room to which the light of day never pene- 
trates are common instances. 

Eight results of bad housing conditions 
were cited by Mr. Ball to illustrate the im- 
portance of the work of sanitary impreve- 
ment. They were industrial inefficiency, in- 
ebriety, dependence and poverty, juvenile de- 
Unduency, vice and crime, sickness, death, 
and degeneracy of the race. 

Mr. Ball said the hospitality of the saloon 
Was not to be blamed for drunkenness as 
much as the inhospitality of the home.

BAD WEATHER IN GRAIN BELT, 
GOOD IN THE COTTON STATES. 


Excess of Cloudy Conditions Delays Fall 
Seeding in Corn and Winter Wheat 


Sections. 


Washingto# D. C., Nov. 7.—Unpromising 
weather in the corn and wheat growing 
States and favorable conditions in the cotton 
belt prevailed throughout October, accord- 
ing to the national monthly weather bulletin 
issued today. It says: 

“In the principal corn and wheat (winter) 
growing states there was a general excess 
of cloudy weather, which delayed fall seed- 
ing and interfered with the curing and gath- 
ering of the corn crop, especially in por- 
tions of the Ohio valley. 

“In the cotton growing states sunshine 
was generally abundant, the weather con- 
tinued warm and conditions were mostly 
favorable for the early maturing and picking 
of the cotton crop. Frosts caused some dam- 
age over the more northern portions about 
Oct. 22 and 28, and the general cold wave at 
the end of October and Nov. 1 carried the 
frost line well into the central portions of 
the belt. 

“Over the spring wheat section the 
weather was partly cloudy and too wet at 
times for outdoor work. No severe frosts 


were general until toward the latter part of 
the month.“

Oficial Interpretation of Act Regu- 
lating Importation of Wheat for 
Manufacturing for Export. 


La Crosse, Wis., Nov. 7.—Official interpre- 
tation was received here today the 
treasury department on the of the 
"mooted provision of the federal law regu- 
lating the importation of wheat to be manu- 
factured into flour for export. It was made | 
by J. Curtis, assistant secretary. It construes : 
the tariff act of 1909 in a manner gratifying | 
to flour manufacturers of the northwest. 
Curtis in a letter said: 

Wheat may be imported, the duty paid 
thereon, and the flour and byproducts pro- 
duced therefrom exported, with the benefit of 
drawback equal to 90 per cent of the duty 

paid. under section 25 of the tariff act of Aug. 

8. 1900. In operating under this section it is 

dot necessary to bond the mill, but the duties 

must be paid on the wheat imported. 

2 “If the flour and all byproducts are ex- 
ported, the entire 99 per cent of the duty is 
refunded. If the flour alone is exported and the 
byproducts retained in this country, only a

Wheat may also be imported and milled 
in bond under section 28 of the tariff act of 
Aug. 5, 1909. In this case no duty is paid on 
the imported wheat, but the mill must be 
bonded and the milling done under govern- 
ment supervision.

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SMASHER FACTO 
IN 1911 FOOTBALL 


Player Breaking Up Interfer- 
ence Important in De- 
fense Ihis Year. 


POWER IN OPEN CENTER. 


Coach Yost by Using Man in This 
Manner Adds Much Strength 
to the Forwards. 


BY WALTER H. ECKERSALL. 

Although effective smashers were of great 
importance under the old game when it was 
necessary to gain five yards in three downs, 
the players who are delegated to break up an 
interference under the present régime are the 
principal defensive factors in modern foot- 
dall. As it seldom is the rule that any team 
makes ten yards in three attempts con- 
sistently by line plunging, most of the coaches 
are now devising plays in which the runner 
with the ball attempts to circle the ends or 
Grives off the tackles. Consequently the 
smashing men are the players who must 
break the interference and hit it in such a 
manner that the man with the ball is turned 


+ in giving the secondary defense or linemen 


opportunities of stopping him. 

Under the present system the coaches are 
making plays in which five men form the in- 
terference. As a result it takes a big and 
powerful man to spill such an interference, 
especially if the play is executed quickly, 
giving the defensive eleven no opportunity to 
shift to meet the play effectively. The wise 
mentors generally have a defense so arranged 
for such plays that a big man, whether he be 
a lineman.or back. does the smashing. 


Smashers Factors in Football. 

Although the smashers have important 
duties to perform. tackles; are invaluable in 
defensive play, while an alert pair of defensive 
backs who possess enough football knowledge to 
size up plays before they are put into execution, 
adds great strength to the defense. The center 
trio is not.so important ag it was under the old 
rules and it ls foolish to waste the ability of a good 
guard or center by making him play bis respective 
position on defense. 

One of the most notable examples of taking ad- 


vantage of exceptional! ability possessed by anv 


of the center trio was demonstrated lest year by 
Coach Yost of Michigan by playing Benbrook, the 
most versatile guard developed in western [oot- 
ball, a few yards back of the scrimmege line. 
The big guard then was in position to protect the 
cemer, and the speed which he combined with 
weight enabied him to do effective tackling on the 
wings. A few years ago Yost had another good 
lineman by the name of Smith, who played center, 
and the Wolverine mentor used him at open center, 
where his ability to tackle was brought into play. 
especially in the Michigan- Minnesota game of 1908. 

Intelligent coaches no longer are teaching the 
emashing men to hit an interference standing up. 
The modern method is to have the smashers dive 
inte the imterference, upset the first man in such 
a manner he will cause one or two other inter- 
ferers to fall, at the same time driving the play 


inside. 
Conditions Now Reversed. 
When the single lime of defense was in vogue 
the half backs were supposed to break the inter- 


ference and the ends to tackle the runners. Now 


the system is reversed. In western football 
there have been numerous instances in wi..ch the 


half back under the old method did not smash and 


the ends then had to go into the interference and 
try to tackle the runner. Nell Snow of 
„ Red Abbott, and Bill Juneau of Wisconsin, 
Ralph Hamill, Charley Kennedy, Mark Catlin 
of Chicago, and Rothgeb of Illinois were past 
masters at this art, altnough some of them had 
poor smashers playing on thelr sides of the line. 
When the players in the interference run 86 
close together than when the first man is struck 
he caused others to stumble or be momentarily 
checked, there is little excuse for such @ team 
making much progress, Although there is a 
difference of opinion as to how many men should 
into the interference, it is a whole lot 
better to have less piayers trying to give pro- 
tection to the runner, especially U the first man 
in the interference checks the smashing player 
before the latter has an opportunity to do any 
damage. 
Many coaches believe effective smashers come 
by their ability. naturally, but there are a num- 
ber of points which the coaches should impress 
upon such players. Following the play behind 
the offensive line when the tormation goes the 
opposite way; smeshing~ the interference on the 
outside, thus driving the runner on the Inside, and 
to tell his own teammates any weakness he may 
discern im the work of interferers are cardinal 
points of smashing men who can do more et- 
fective work om the defense than any other 


players.
